Hie Quiet Triumph 


So quietly and steadily is it at work that it is a surprise even to 


those who are a part of it to realize Just how far the Peace Corps has 
come since it was created by presidential executive order March I. 
ISfil (later permanent^ established by act of Congress), 
On its first birthday the corps had 700 workers in the field. At the 


18-mnnth mark, there were AMW volunteers assigned or ready to he 
assigned in 4.1 different countries. Next year there will bf 10.MO vol­ 
unteers in 5(1 countries. 
I mphasis currently is being placed on Latin America. At the end 


of the first year there were only 122 volunteers in three Latin Ameri­ 
can countries. This is now up to ll countries; by next June the corps 
wiH have 2,500 volunteers in Latin America. 
So snccessful has the Peace Corps been that requests for volun­ 
teers are nearly IO times greater than the number that will be avail­ 
able next year. Although they are not asked to do so. every host na­ 
tion has contributed funds and equipment to corps projects. 
Most amazing thing of all is that of the first 2.500 volunteers, only 


25 withdrew. Only IO candidates were definite failures. There have 
been only a couple of minor, though well-publicized. incidents reflect­ 
ing on the corps. 


The Peace Corps is the best respttnsp so far to President Kennedy's 


sometimes boomeranging motto-about asking what you can do for 
your country The service is frequently rugged, at least by American 
standards (yet over IOO volunteers are older than 50). and the pay is 
low. 
But already an unexpected dividend has come to these people, over 


and above the personal satisfaction gained form the job. Because of 
their overseas experience, ex-cnrpsmen and women are being sought 
out to he leachers or to work in industry and some government 
agencies. 
The Communists have nothing comparable to the Peace Corps. As 


with the European Common Market, which started as a dream and 
now poses the single block to Communist expansion in Western Europe 
and an embarrassing reminder of Marxist economic failure at home, 
the Soviets may one day find a far-flung Peace Corps standing between 
them and the world poverty and unrest they feed upon. 
It costs an average of $9.WK) to train, transport and maintain one 


Peace Corps volunteer, a fraction of the cost of keeping a soldier 
abroad. 
American missiles and His are guarding the peace, hut unarmed 


Americans are helping to shorten the time they will be necessary. The 
Peace Corps’ greatest triumph wiU be when the Russians want to 
Imitate it.

If you have true constipation you 
may need relief not because constipa­ 
tion causes headache, sluggishness, 
or any other general symptoms, as 
was once believed, but because it 
makes it difficult or painful for you 
to pass your stool. 


You may choose to use a small 
enema 
If so it is best not to use 
mole than one cupful (8 ounces) of 
plain warm water. Some people can 
learn to give such an enema to them­ 
selves. All that is needed is a colon 
tube and a funnel rather than the 
clumsy enema bag. The important 
part of this treatment is to hold the 
enema after the tube has been re­ 
moved for at least five minutes. 


If it is passed immediately after it 
is introduced, it may be returned 
without emptying the rectum. On 
the other hand, too large an enema 
will empty part of the colon as 
well and. like a laxative, bring 
away material not yet due for 
evacuation. 
Plain glycerin suppasitones can be 
bought in infant or adult sizes. They 
must lie kept in a cool place. They 
are easy to introduce into the rectum 
and should be held there for at least 
12 minutes. With proper regulation of 
the diet, it should be necessary’ to 
use an enema or suppository only 
very rarely. Dependency on either 
of these measures as a routine is to 
be avoided. 
This brings us to the matter of 
roughage, the indigestible cellulose 
found in fruit and vegetables. It is 
well to remember that these foods 
should not be eaten according to your 
appetite but according to your per­ 
sonal need. The amount you need 
you must learn for yourself. Some 
persons can eat eight or nine help­ 
ings of fruit and vegetables daily. For 
others, one skimpy helping in 24 
hours may be too much. 
In general, ounce for ounce, a help­ 
ing of raw fruit or vegetable has the 
natural laxative effect of two help­ 
ings of cooked foods. Thus one raw 
apple equals roughly two helpings 
of apple sauce. Remember too that 
a cupful of strained orange juice 
contains little if any roughage. For 
its natural laxative effect you must 
peel and eat the orange 


Having determined 
how much 


vegetable and fruit you need daily 
in order to have a firm bowel 
movement, it is important to take 
as nearly as possible the same 
amount of roughage every day. 
Only in this way can you establish 
regular bowel habits. 
If you find the stools becoming 
too hard you must make a small in­ 
crease in the amount of roughage in 
your diet, not just for today but for 
every day. If the stools are a little 
loose you must cut the amount of 
roughage. 
It is commonly believed that cer­ 
tain foods such as milk. cheese, and 
toast are constipating and that they 
should be a coiffed if you are bothered 
with constipation This is a fallacy 
that has caused many people to limit 
their selection of foods unnecessarily.

Congo force. 
The committee’s action assured ap­

b y the General Assemb ly. 
That will prov ide a legal b asis for 
mov es to suspend v oting rights of na­ 
tions that are two years b ehind in 
their assessments. Howev er, b oth the 
Sov iet Union and France hav e said 
they will ignore the assemb ly action, 
and it seemed most unlikely the as­ 
semb ly would ev er take the v ote 
away from two of the fiv e permanent 
memb ers of the organization. 
The committee v ote was seen as a 
v ictory' for Thant, who declared that 
the United Nations cannot surv iv e 
as an effectiv e instrument 
unless 
memb ers help pay off the $ 130-million 
Congo deb t. 
It was also a triumph for the 
United States and Britain, who spon­ 
sored the resolution with 
17 other 
nations. Both powers warned that de­ 
feat of the measure might force them 
to reconsider their positions as m a­ 
jor financial contrib utors to the Unit­ 
ed Nations.
